MEMPing, Aprtl 8.--The flood situa- 
tion has once more become acuto from a 
point a few miles a>)ove Austin, Miss., 
M far down as the first break at Perth- 
illin, MiM., and a crevasse In this line 
of lerees would not be sarprisiu,?. The 
pressnre on the levee is brought about 
by the waters of the St. Fiaiicis basin 
which is here congested between the 
levees in front of Helena. There is no 
levee on the Arkan8a.s side down to 
Sam flonoi, to a point above Helena, a 
distance of 100 milen, niid it is at Ans- 
tin that the levee system on each side of 
the river begins and goes to the passes 
below New Orleans. The wutrrs arti 
now so high in the St. Francis l u-in 
that the cnrront mshes from the west 
and ont« along the east shore levee for 
miles and Mvetal alarming ttiegrams 
have been received from near Austin 
und the situation is most grave. Boats 
have been requested to run on slow 
bells and laborers are constantly 
strenghtening the embankments. A 
crevasse at Austin would inundate a 
■trip of fertile country in Tunica and 
Coeiiomii counties 20 miles wide and 60 
miles long. 

Keports from Helena, Ark., show that 
the river there is still slowly rising, and 
it is almost miraculous that the Icvoi s at 
Helena liav»' not been swt'i)t away 
Thousands of pi'ople have been working 
day and ui^ht and their energi(!S are 
seemingly exliausth ss. The Missouri 
Pacific and fotton I^elt railroads have 
rushed train laid after train load of 
sacked sand into the beleapured city, 
and still stand ready to help the Ili'lena 
people. The railroads have rendered 
great assistance to the levee boards. The 
Illinois Central, Missouri Pacific and 
Cotton I3elt railways have d(!Voted all 
their great forces to the work of saving 
the country, and that without charge 
Greem'ille is on an island and Rose- 
dale, Miss., is iu water from live to 10 
feet deep. The funds of a bank in Rose- 
di^e have been moved to the second 
story. Thousands of head of cattle are 
stfuiding on the levee and rnany unfor- 
tunate refugees sleep there with uo cov- 
ering to protect them from the water- 
soaked winds of night. Back of Rose- 
dale and throughout the lower and mid- 
dle delta country, everything is under 
^ter. In many vilUigee no ooipintini- 
cation with the outiide wond hM becli 
had for several days. 

The threatened rise at Cairo is now a 
certainty. The Mississippi above Cairo 
and the Cumberland and Tennemee 
rived will send a great flood into the 
alrMdy filled St. Francis basin, and 
firom Oeiro to Bfemphis it it feared that 
the MvgeB will mark a high water 
figure that will be without » preoeaent 
The calls for asstsnuioe from atkitter- 
(MM points along the river are becoming 
more and more frequent at headquar- 
ters oc the relief committee in Hem- 
pUs. The oonunittee ii in receipt of 
mformation to the effect that there are 
some 16 or 20 white people, principally 
women and children, in great distress 
•t a point near St. Olafr's Landing, 
about 15 miles up the river, which is 
about six miles from Mound City. 
These people are located iu houses, the 
lower floors of which are overflowed, 
and they have uo food and no means of 
obtaining it. Arrangements were made 
to tend supplies^

OnKMvnxB. Miss., April 8.— While 
the town is still on an island and the 
water from crevasses above and below 
threatens to flood the greiiter part of it, 
there is enough of dry land left to ac- 
commodate every bcKly. For the most 
part, the people are cheerful, want no 
assistance from outside, and are appa- 
rently pwfectly contented with the 
itoteof attain.

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HINSHAW CASE DECID 

Must Uu to I'riHun For Life I'ulris 
There !■ Executive Clemency. 

Indianapolis, April 8.— The supremo 
court yesterday afternoon handed down 
its decision in the case of William £. 
Hinshaw against the state. The dM- 
sion is written by JudgQ McCabe. The 
lower court is affirmed and Hinshaw 
will be compeUed to serve his sentence 
of life imprisonment unless there is ex- 
ecutive clemency. Judge Monks writes 
a few lines at the close of t^e decision, 
stating that he took no part in the de- 
cision. 

William E. Hinshaw was tried b» 
tween Sept. 4 and Oct. 12, 180.5. for the 
murder of his wife on the night of Jan. 
10, \H<ih, and was found guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree, being sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life. The 
opinion is a sarcastic arraignment of 
Hinshaw and the court finds in the evi- 
dence a motive for the crime, referring 
to Hinshaw s supposed intimaoj with a 
certain young woman.

WATER IS BEING SHIPPED THERR 



Reduced M'atrr Retions to the PriMinrrH 
and Siok People In the JalU PrUoners 
Keys la CoaflaeiMent Orer Five Tears 

Without Any f'hHrf^o Agalniit Tlieiu. 
General Rirara Being Tried In Secret. 

Havana, April 8.— There is a great 
scarcity of water at Santiago de Cuba, 
and the authorities there have been com- 

pt'lled to r( duco the water rations of the 
prisoners und sick persons in the jail and 
in the liospitals. A merchant of this 
city, named Michelson, has ordered a 
Philadelphia steamer bound for Santiago 
de Cuba to land minerals, to cany water 
there for the thirsty residents. 

Four hundred cai ks of water arrived 
there as ballast 0!i the steamer IJmdale, 
and thousands of persons gathered 
about the wharf ia order to obtain some 
of the water. 

During a tour of inspection which ♦he 
governor of Matanzas has just made of 
the asylums and jails of the city, of 
that name, ho learned that four pris- 
oners had been kept in confinement for 
live years through the error of a court 
oflicial. The court it appears threw out 
the charges against them and the court 
clerk in charge of the matter forgot to 
carry out the orders which he had re- 
ceived to secure the release of the pris- 
oners and the papers in the case have 
been lost.

RIVER STEAMER SUNK. 

Ms— d DiMMter ia tlie Chattahooehle 
Klver Wlthia Two Days. 

Columbus, Ga., April 3.— The 8e<',ond 
steamboat disaster within two days oc 
cutred on the Chattahoochie river near 
Ooliunbia, Ala., Thursday night, the 
steamer Brigga haing sunk by striking 
a floating log. The Briggs was coming 
up the river and stopped at the scene of 
the wreck of the City of Colninbus to 
take aboard her passengers, who had 
been compelled to wait there. 

It was long after dark when this work 
was completed and the Griggs proceed- 
ed. Seventeen miles from the wreck of 
the City of Columbus she struck an ob- 
struction, and soon sank. The passen- 
gers were asleep when the boat struck, 
but the shock aroused them and a panic 
ensued. In the excitement before the 
boats could be lowered several persons 
jumped overboard. Before all on board 
had been taken off the st^unerweut 
down. 

William Wells, the engineer, and four 
colored deok hands were droMmed. F6ur 
deck passengers, whose names arem.i 
known, are mtytng. and it^ iMdleved 
they were droWnM. The boat and carf:o 
are practically a total loss— estimated at

FRED GRANT~0ECLINE8 OFFICE. 
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It Is Evident From Bla Telegram That 

lie IMd Not Get Wliat He Wanted. 

New Yokk, April 3. — Colonel Freder- 
ick D. Grant has deoUned President Mo- 
Kinley's offer of the position of first as 
sistant seoretary of war. He arrived 
from Washington early yesterday and 
went immediately to his home in East 
Sixty-second street.

The vote of the house iu favor of a new 
t.TrifT bill has ii.,i<ic no iinpres.-«i(>u in 
business, since it has been expected since 
November that some measure of tho 
same general character would become a 
law. If the bill stands, with its pro- 
vision making new duties applicable 
April 1, chances are that foreign im- 
prats and treasury receipts may bo for u 
time considerably restricted, 

The market for products has been va- 
riable and uncertain. Wheat closes a 
cent lower than last week, and the May 
option has declined 2 cents and western 
receipts for the week have been 2,781. - 
557 bushels, against 1,951,305 buslieb^ 
last year, while the Atlantic exports, 
flour included, have been 3,185,278 bash- 
els, against 1,280,018 bnshebi last yeiu-. 
The movement of corn continues so 
large as to materially aifeot the demand 
for wheat, western receipts having been 
I.!ll3,8ti3 bushels for the week, against 
1,!>46,045 bushels last year, and Atlantic 
exports 4,i291,G2!) bushels, against 1,065,- 
39(1 bushels last year. 

Cum>nt trade estimates regarding the 
wheat crop arc a liitle more favo/ablc, 
aud are somewhat more likely to provo 
reliable, as the advance of the si a.son 
makes the conditi' in of f:r(nviiig win at 
better known. Cotton has not changtMl 
in price, although the floods in the 
southwest have doubtless done mudi 
harm. 

The cotton and (ither te.vtile manu- 
fa' turers are slowly gaming in business, 
though print (doths and most staple cot- 
tons remain unchanged in price, and 
restriction of output seems to have 
given some relief to the market. 

The bu> iiig of wfK)l by mills is still a 
noteworthy feature, being far in excess 
of current consumption, but there is a 
much greater volume of transactions 
between dealers and at the three chief 
markets the sales for five weeks have 
be<'n t):i,7'.^5, J()0 pounds against 2o,377,- 
t;T<l in the ^ame weeks of IHita, when 
the mills were well employed. Prices 
ani very strong, both here and at Lon- 
don, where the advance since the sale 
began is from 1.") to :J0 per cent, but 
there are fevari.sh irregularities indi -at- 
ing that holders arc not all of one mind 
and some remember that many large 
mills have taken stooks for a full year's 
consumption. 

The iron and steel industry has been 
staggered, so to speak, by the decision 
of the supreme court affecting railroads, 
since it is apprehended that purchase 
not only of rails but of curs, locomo- 
tives and bridge materials may be uf 
fected. The demand for rails is still 
considerable and one order is pending 
for 10,000 tons for Japan, but the reduc 
tion in Mesuba ore with the want of 
agreement as yet among producers ol! 
hard ores, tends to encourage the belief 
in lower prices for finished products, 
and so to hinder buying. The great 
struggle between the ore producing 
companies of Mesaba has not yet so far 
developed that anybody can feel confi' 
dent as to the future cost of iron. 
Meanwhile, with pig aoQumnlating. al' 
thoogl^ some furnaces have stopped pro- 
duction, the once of Bessemer at Pitts- 
burg is a shade lower at flO.Sfi and grey 
forge at |0, but there are no quotable 
changes in prices of finished ivoducts, 
although the tone is rather weak. The 
new combination in cut nails only af 
fects selUug prices in eastern markets.

Kentucky Fnroishes iMore Than Almost Any 
Otier State-Tke Big (Irewen. 

[Courlcr-Juurual Correspondence.] 

LtzuMToif, Kt., March 87.— It ia a fact 

not generally known that Kentucky 
furnishes more extra fine export beef 
than any of the older .States save, per- 
haps, New York. The annual expor- 
tation of fancy beeves to England from 
this State amounts to over 75,000 head. 
The average value of theee b«evea ia 166 
per head, whioh makes their aftgrmate 
value $4,875,000. For more than one 
hundred years the Blue Grass region of 
Kentucky has been noted for ita fine 
stock of nil kinds, and early iu this cen- 
tury great strides were taken in improv- 
ing the breeds of cattle. The Alexan- 
ders, the Buforda, the Clays, the War- 
fields, the Grigsbys, the Hamiltons, the 
Chenaults, and the other pioneer families 
formed an aaaociation for the improve- 
ment of live stock, including horses, cat- 
tle, sheep and hogs. This association 
sent the best posted stock-growers to 
England and imported the eboioeet speo- 

iinens of Shorthorns, Ilerefords and 
other breeds of fine cattle. From this 
nucleus the splendid herds of Kentucky 
beef cattle have grown. In recent years 
a great many Polled Angus have been 
imported into Kentucky and crossed with 
tlw Shorthorns and Hereforda, producing 
a breed noted for its fine qualities for 
beef, cotnbining as it does quick and large 
growth, easy fattening qualitiea and uni- 
formity in sine. 6o great a reputation 
has Kentucky beef w on in the old world 
that it commands a much higher price 
in England, the home of beef-eaters, than 
any other catue Rrowa on thia dda of the 
Atlantic.

The largest feeder in the State is Jerry 
Caldwell, of Boyle County, who prepares 
for market on an average of L',000 every 
year. Morria Fan is, of the same county, 
tomes next with about 1,600. Then 
comes J. E. Clay, of Bourbon County, 
with 800; Charlton Alexander and Tiios. 
Plenry Clay, also of Bourbon, with 600 
and 500 respectively; then comes Thos. 
C. Chenault, of Madison County, with 
m ; Geo. H. Wtiitney.of Fayette County, 
300 ; iSolomonVan Meter, Fayette County, 
400; and Thos. Mnir and David James, of 
the same county, 150 each. Dick 8(iuircs, 
John Coleman, Cbas. Patrick, N. B. Berry 
and Daniel Scott, all of Fayette County, 
average about 100 export cattle each per 
year. The counties whidi produce the 
best cattle for export are Bourbon, Clark, 
Madison, Montgomery, Garrard, f.incoln, 
Boyle, Fayette, Jessamine, .Mercer, Wood- 
ford, Franklin, Henry, Scott and Bath, 
the principal bluegrass counties. A new 
breeder and feeder of export cattle has 
come into the field in Fayette County in 
the person of L. V. Harkness, of New 
York, who made a large fortune in oil. 
For the i)a9t three ye.irs he has liccn buy- 
ing up small farms in this county, until 
he now owns a tract all in one body of 
l,r)00 acres, on which he is breeding, in 
addition to trotting horses, the finest 
Polled Angus export cattle. He now has 
ready for shipment nearly 100 head, 
pronounced by old buyers to be the 
finest bunch of cattle ever seen in this 
county. They are all as black as crovrs 
and are as much alike as peas in a pod. 
Mr. Ilarknega is so fascinated with the 
cattle business that it ia likely he will 
soon rival the Caldwells and Alexanders 

in the magnitude of his operations.

Simon Weil, one of the oldest buyers 

of export cattle in Kentucky, who has 

}een in this field for nineteen years, says 

that to Ins personal knowledge the sales 

of cattle in the Bluegraas region in the 

fall and early winter of 1893-4 saved a 

number of banks and buHine.Hs men from 

failure. Mr. Weil says the production of 

export cattle in Kentucky has been 

gradually increasing for the past fifteen 

years, and be believes it will continue to 

increase until this State will send more 

than one hundred thousand choice beeves 

to feed our English cousins each year. 

A nnmber of cargoes of Kentucky beeves 

have found their way to Germany, but 

ince that country fixed a tariff of |25 per 

head on imported l)eef the shipments 

have stopped, and now every beef that 

eaves Kentucky for export goes to either 

Lon4on or Liverpool.

Congressmen are not usually men of 
means. Their oongressional career has 
resnlted in the destmction of their 
clientage or business. To a defeated 
menilier m-Iio lias relied upon liis Kalary 
for support the future looks dark aud 
gloomy. It is theu some arc opeu to 
propositions whioh they woald never 
think of entertaining if they were to go 
before the people for re-election. It is 
then that the attorneyship of some cor- 
poration is often tendered and a vote is 
afterward found iu the record iu favor 
of legiHlatiou of a general or special 
character favoring the corporation. If 
an afBrmative vote cannot be had, it is 
often just as important that the member 
should be absent. If there is ever a time 
in the history of the man when he will 
directly or indirectly accept a bribe, it 
is then. Tliere is less chance of detec- 
tion. Be is no longer a political factor. 
HispollMeal enemiei no longer watch 
his coarse. The opposition newspapers 
no longer criticise his conduct — "the 
secret is his own and it is safe. " 

There are many upright men in con- 
gress who would not be influenced by 
defeat. But in as large « body as the 
botue ef stfceseolatiTea there must ai 
ways be some whowoold yield to temp- 
tation. It is a fact that nearly all, if 
not all, of the legislation that is claimed 
to have been pas.sed by corrupt influeuce,s 
was enacted duriug tiieso second regular 
sessions of congress. — ^Hon. J. F. Shaf- 
roth in Koreh American Beview.

98,000. Taking a light delivery wagon, 
the two drove to the bank where 
Sclmltz procured the money which he 
]iut in a small sachel. The tWo men 
started back. In front of the Rock [sl« 
and depot at Pacific avenue and Van 
Buren street, a stranger called to Wil- 
son, and after a few words of greeting, 
got into the covered wagon, taking a 
position directly behind Sohults. who 
was on the seat with Wilson. Sudden- 
ly he was struck a blow on the head. 
Before he could cry out, he was struck 
a second and a third time, and he fell 
back unoonsdons into the wagon. The 
two men then tied his writs and feet, 
placed a gag in his mouth and tied a 
gunny sack over his head. They then 
drove rapidly to Twelfth street, where 
they stopped, and, taking the sachel, 
containing the money, disappeared. It 
was an hour afterward that some in- 
quisitive person discovered the tucon- 
Bcinus boy in the wagon. 

Tlu> police have arrested Daniel Oron> 
in aud Ned Grant for complicity in the 
crime, but the evidence agiunst the men 
is sliglit.
